The last Report of the he Church Missionary So- 
ciety affords us the following account of the In- 
habitants of that extensive Island : 

The ferocious wars at present raging 
among the native chiefs, instigated by 
Shunghee, a powerful native who visited 
this country some time since, have not on- 
ly seriously impeded the operations of the 
mission, but may even, it is feared, render 
a temporary suspension of it necessary. 
The following passages from the journal 
of the Rev. Mr. Marsden, during his Ite 
visits to New Zealand, will iliustrate the 
character and customs ol these uncivilized 
but not hopeless islanders ; and we trust 
will jead every readcr to pray earnestly to 
the “ Lord of the harvest,” on behalf 
this benighted region, that he would dispel 
its delusions by the introduction of his 
Gospel, and bring its hitherto wild and 
heathen inhabitants to a practical and sa- 
ving knowledge of “the truth is in 
Jesus.”

“ While we remained here, we had long 


conversations on the advantages of educa- 


tion, agriculture, navigation, &c. ‘The 
chiefs are, in general, very sensible men, 


and wish for information on all 
They are accusiomed to public discussions 
from their infancy. The chiefs take their 
chiidren, from their mother’s breasts, to 
all their public assemblies; where they 
hear ali that is said on politics, war, reli- 
sion, &c. by the oldest men. Children will 
frequently ask questions in public conver- 
sauion, and are answered by the chiefs. I

‘In every village, the children, as soon 
as they learned any of our names, Came up 
to us and spake wo us with the greatest fa- 
miliarity. Atthe age of eight or ten years, 
they appear to be initiated into all the cus- 
toms and manners of their ancestors, by 
being the constant companions of their fa- 
thers, and attending them in all their pub- 


lic counciis, and in the field of military 
clory. 
‘The power of »eir chiefs, the rites 


and ceremonies of their religion, and the 
elory of war, are the grand subjects of 
their conversation. Their memories are 
very strong, and they shew much anxiety 
to increase their knowledge. They are 
ereat and enterprising travellers in their 
own country. Many of them are absent on 
their journeys ten and twelve months at a 
time, 


“In walking throveh the villare of 
Rangheehoo, one morning, I observed 
‘Towhee tattooing the son of the late Tip- 
pahee. The operation was very paintul. 
It was performed with a small chise! made 
of the wing-bone of a pigeon or wild fowl. 
This chisel was about a quarter of an inch 
broad ; and was fixed in a handle, four in- 
ches long, so as to form an acute angle at 
the head; S01n ething like a little pick, 
with one end. With this chisel he cut all 
the straight and spiral lines, by striking the 
head with a stick about one foot long, in the 
same manner asa farrier opens the vein 
of a horse with a fleam. One end of this 
stick was cut flat like a knife, to scrape off 
the blood as it gushed fromthe cuts. ‘The 
chisel appeared to pass through the skin at 
every stroke, and cut itas a carvercuts a 
piece of wood. The chisel was constant- 
ly dipped ina liquid made from a particular 
tree, and afterward mixed with water ; 
which communicates the blackness, or, as 
they call it, the ‘amoko.’ I observed proud 
flesh rising in some parts, which had been 
cut almost a month before. The operation 
is so painful, that the whole tattooing can- 
not be borne atone time; and it appears to 
be several years before the chiefs ave per- 
fectly tattooed. 

“ When achief is killed in a regular 
battle, the victors cry aloud, as soon as he 
falls, ‘Lhrow us the man,’ if he falls within 
the lines of his own party. If the party, 
whose chief is dead, are intimidated, they 
immediately comply with the command. 
As soon as the victim 1s hagpre a his 
head is immediately cut off; and a pro- 
clamation is issued for all the chiefs who 
belong to the victorious party to attend to 
assist in performing the accustomed reli- 
gious ceremony, in order to ascertain, by 
augury, W hether their god will prospei 
them in the present battle. If the priest, 
after the performance of the ceremony, 
says that their god is propitious, they are 
inspired with fresh courage to attack the 
enemy; but if.the priest returns answer, 
that their god will not be propitious, they 
quit the field of battle in sullen silence 
The head already in possession, is prescrv- 
ed for the chief on whose account the war 
was undertaken, as a satisfaction for the in- 
jury which he, or some one of his tribe, had 
received from the enemy. 

«“ When the war is over, and the head 
properly cured, it is sent round to all the 
chief’s friends, as a gratification to them, 
and to shew them that justice had been ob-

On our arri- 
val, we found a dead chief seated in great 
state. His hair was dressed according to 
their custom, and ornamented with fea-

His mother, wife, and children, were seat- 
ed before him; and the skulls and bones 
of his family and ancestors were placed in 
a row on his left hand. f inquired where 
he died, and was told that he was killed in 
battle, bevond the River Thames, some 
rie ago. 

‘This chief was called the Atua, of 
Phin we had heard so much the preced- 
ing day. The New Zealanders appear to 
entertain an ideathat the Deity resides in 
the head of a chief; as they always pay 
the most sacred veneration to the head. H 
they worship any idol, it is the head of their 
chief, so far as Lam able to form an opi- 
nion of their worship.” 

Yet, amidst all thetr superstitions and 
barbarities, there are various traces of bet- 
ter feelings among them ; and the mission 
has not been unsuccessful in creating ma 


ny favorable impressions, which, it may 
be confidentiy hoped, will eventually lead 
to important benefits.

ary settlers, thouch attended with many 
difficulties, has not been unrewarded ; ne 
to this quarter must we chiefly look, 1 
the ordinary course of Divine issideaees 
for the ultimate success of their benevolent 
labors.

His wife said 
that she was childless now; that they had 
large possessions of land, but no heir; and 
requested me to send them one of my 
children, whom they would adopt as their 
own, ald who should succeed to their lands. 
They both ardently wished to have their 
son’s bones conveyed to New Zealand, that 
they might be deposited in their famicy se- 
pulchre; and requested that one or both of 
them might be allowed to goto New South 
Wales for them.”

Allah 
Aguakbar, “God most Great,’ perhaps 
came next; and he would go on as with the 
other, dah houakbar, Alich houakbar, Allah 
houakbar, &c. repeating the words as fast 
as he could frame his organs to pronounce 
them Whion he had done with this, he 
took up the chorus of another word dah 
careem, “* God assisting ;” llah hedaim, 
“ Eternal God ;° Jl ham de lelai, * Glory to 
God ;” or some ether word or phrase, or 
attribute of Jehovah, and repeated it over 
as many times as he had vowed to do.— 
The usual number for repeating certain 
words is thirty-three times each: and the 
Mussulinan’s beads are strung according- 
ly three times thirty-three, with a large di- 
; viding bead between eachj division. The 
; wsual phrases he repeated, are those just 
; mentioned, To hear this man repeat his 
it prayers, Lis variety of unconnected tones 
! running though all the notes of the garnut, 
} preduced quite a ludicrous effect; you 
i would say this man was caricaturing, or 
making a farce of devotion; but look at 
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him, while engaged in the performance, 
nothing could be more serious or devout, 
or more abstracted from the world, than 
his appearance. All his countrymen 
thought well of his devotions, and never 
manifested the slightest disposition to 
smile at, or to twit him for, his oddities: 
on the contrary, they said, that he wasa 
rich man, and would be a great sheikh.— 
So great is their respect for prayer, that 
raillery on that topic would not be tolerated 
among Mussulmans. While on the sub- 
ject of prayer, it may be worth while to 
add the following particulais. In their 
addresses to the Almighty, they are not 
permitted to use any terms expressive of 
any part of the human body, or even of 
external objects, considering it offensive to 
God, and a species of idolatry to do so. 
They have five stated periods of prayer 
daily ; sovba, or morning dawn, when they 
say two prayers; dochr, or noon, when they 
say four prayers; ¢/ assr, or about three 
o’clock, when they also say four prayers; 
magrecf, or at twilight, when they say three 
prayers ; e¢ wshe, or about half past eight 
o’clock, when they say four prayers. In 
performing their ablutions before prayer, 





they begin with the hands, which they 
wash three times; then the mouth three 
times, throwing out the water: having 
cleansed the nose, they wash it three 
times; the face and eyes three times; | 
then they draw a line from the eyebrows 
to the ears, which they cleanse and wash 3 
then pass their wet hands behind their 
neck, and over the head; then they wash 
their arms three times; last of ail, their 
feet, and various other parts of the body. 
They are then purified as their religion 
enjoins,toaddress their Maker.” —Richard- 
son’s Travels, vol. I. p. 463.

States of America. 

ARTICLE 2—An annual payment of 
two dollars shall constitute the person a 
member of this society ; and one payment 
of twenty dollars, shall constitute the per- 
son a member for life. 

Article 3.— The funds of this society 
shall be placed in the treasury of the Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missionary Socie- 
ty above named ; subject, however, to the 
direction of this Society, whether they 
shall be devoted to Domestic or Foreign 
Missions. 

ArticLe 4.—There shall be an annual 
meeting of this society, on the fourth 
Monde: in Lent; when the annual sub- 
scriptions of the members shall"become 


due. Ateach annual meeting, the society 
shall choose such officers as may be 


thought necessary for transacting its busi- 
ness, Which officers shall hold their re- 
spective ofiices fur one year, or until suc- 
cessors be appointed. Special meetings 
of the society shall be called by the presid- 
ing member, whenever she, or any three 
members of the society may think such 
meetings necessary. 

ArticLe 5.—This Constitution shall 
not be altered but at an annual meeting of 
the society, and then not without the coen- 
currence of at least two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present.

CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
Summary view of its Missions, 

The twenty-second Report of this very

FOREIGN SUMMARY. 


Since our last summary was penned, we 
have read the speech of the King of Eng- 
land, at the opening of Parliament, Feb. 
4th. This document had been anticipated 
with uncommon anxiety, under the expec- 
tation that it would throw light upon the 
actual state and prospects of the politica! 
relations of Europe—-and especially that it 
would furnish probable ground for the for- 
mation of correct opinions with respect to 
the attitude the British nation would as- 
sume in reference to the conflicting in- 
terests of her neighbors on the continent. 
But like all the addvesses from the same 
source, it deals too much in generals, and 
is too common place in its tenor, to be the 
ground work of any rational calculation. 

It is, however, gratifying to all who 
wish well to the cause of political liberty 
and national freedom, to find that “his 
Majesty declined being party to any pro- 
ceedings at Verona, which could be dcemed 
an inte:ference in the internal concerns of 
Spain, on the part of Foreign Powers;” and 
those who regard passing events with 
christian views and feelings, must rejoice 
in the assurance that “his Majesty has 
used and continues to use his most anxious 
endeavours and goed offices, to allay the ir- 
rit.tion unhappily subsisting between the 
French and Spanish Governments; and to 
avert, if possible, the calamity of war be- 
tween Prance and Spain. 


These declarations, however, do not in- 


present hostile appearances; nor the part 
she will act, in case her mediatorial efforts 
should prove abortive. After all, in refer- 
ence to this last point, the royal Speech is; 
rendered more important by its omissions, 
than by any thing appearing on the face of 


it, inasmuch as it is without the expression 


>} of a confident hope, that whatever may be 
the course of events on the continent, the 
British Nation will be continued in the en- 
joyment of peace. 

This bas been of late years an ingredient 
in addressing from the throne and the

tance both from France and Spain—the substance 
of which, as far as we have been enabled to col- 
lect, we shall proceed to communicate. It is our 
earnest wish that our readeis at least may not be 
misled into the most dangerous of speculations ; 
and therefore without further preface, we shall 
proceed to state, what we believe to be the pre- 
sent exact situation of this important question. 

‘* The dispatches from Spsin appear to be in 
substance, that the Spanish Government, under 
the friendly mediation of England, have no objec- 
tion to entertain the proposal of the English Min- 
isters ; that the Spanish Constitution of 1812 shall 
be carefully reviewed and considered by the King 
and Cortes; and that an examination shall be in- 
stituted by that body, whether it will admit of 
such an additional Chamber, as would tranquil- 
lize the alleged apprehensions of the Continenta! 
Monarchs. But, it is added, that as the accept- 
ance of this proposal would be, in fact, an import- 
ant concession to the French Government, the 
Spanish Government would require, as a prelimi- 
nary, that the French King should withdraw his 
army from the Spanish fronticr. It is not consists 
ent with the dignity and independence of the 
Spanish Government to entertain this proposal of 
England upon any other ground. It would liave 
the air of submission to the Government and’ Ar- 
mies of France. 

The above, we believe, will be found to be the 
correct substance of the dispatches arrived with- 
in the week from Spain. The dispatches from 
France are a mere repetition of the above ;—an 
announcement to the English government, that 
the French Government cannot accede to such a 
proposal,—that it would be tantamount to an im- 
mediate abandonment of its own just pretensions, 
and would surrender the cause of the Spanish 
Loyalists, and the fair advantage of France in 
having such an auxiliary, to the ruling faction in 
Spain.—That the condition of France moreover, 
will not admit of the assent of her Government to 
such an extravagant proposal. 

** Such, therefore, is the state, at the time we 
are writing, of this important question,—Spain 
requiring the withdrawing the armies as a preli- 
minary step to all review upon her part of the 
Constitution of 1812, with the purpose of deter- 
mining whether her Cortes can consent to the in- 
stitution of a chamber of Nobility ; whilst France 
decidedly rejects this proposal to withdraw her 
forces. Upon the part of Great Britain, the me- 
diation still continues, and the chance of preserv- 
ing peace is therefore now reduced to this ques- 
tion. Whether the British Ministers can find any 
middle point to which both parties may accede? 
France, as we understand, is willing to suspend 
the march of her troops from Bayoane that she may 
afford time to Spain for this reconsideration; but 
France will not consent ether to withdraw her 
army, or to stop its further re 
more full equipment. 

‘‘In the mean time both England and Ame- 
rica are on the alert, (we mean a certain de- 
scription of merchants and traders in both) to 
be ready for the commencement of hostilities, 
and to take letters of marque from the Span- 
ish Government. In Liverpool, London, and 
other ports, it is notorious, that forty, fifty, or an 
hundred ships are hourly waiting for this event, 
and that the scas will be covered with privateers 
against France, in the moment that was is daclar- 
ed.”
